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A VISIT TO THE 
WEATHER FACTOM 

Did you ever give any thought as to 
just how the weather ran goes about de- 
termining what is in store for us in 
the way of tenperature, wind, preci- 
pitation, and ... if one is a resident 
of California ... sleet, hail, smog 
aid snow? Well, neither had I until 
recently when, as a member of Miss 
Stint's geography class, I made a visit 
to the U. S. Weather Bureau at Palm 
ffeach International Airport 

Ch our arrival we were introduced to 
Nr. Hayes who is in charge of the sta- 
tion there. He sounded like a star 
student in one of Mrs. Watson's speech 
classes as he went into his talk. 
After stating that his was the official 
L'. 3. Weather station for this area, 
he explained that the tenperature re- 
forts we read in our local paper are 
those taken by the local newspaper 
«eather station ... formerly the only 
station in this area. It seems that 
due to the glaring concrete runways 
at the airport and the further dis>- 
tance from the cooling breezes off 
the ocean and the lake, the airport 
temperature readings average about 
five degrees higher than those taken 
downtown by the newspaper weather sta- 
tion.

LET GLAD HEARTS SING OUT 

As the Christmas season approaches I have heard several people mention the 
fact that it is hard for them to get into the Christmas spirit this year. The 
reasons given \rere varied: " War seems so close to us, " says one; "Prices 
are so high and it 's so hard to choose a gift that is different, " says a- 
nother; "Everyone in my family has a cold and we feel too miserable to be re- 
joicing" , " What do we have to rejoice about?" another queries. 

I was browsing through old issues of the Beachcomber the other day and sud- 
denly I was struck with the thought ... " Why, we have more reason to rejoice 
and be merry this Christmas than at any time since 1,941/ " 

Compare this Christmas season with that of 1942. That year there were many 
students spending their last Christmas in West Palm Beach before leaving to 
enter the service. A service flag was unfurled by Miss Crozier at tne annual 
Christmas dance . . . there were already 47 stars in that flag . . . some of them 
gold stars. Each star represented a student who would spend anything but a 
merry Christmas. 

Rationing was in effect. Che could not buy any tiling that struck the fancy 
in the stores those days. The first blackout of the city was scheduled far 
January 11th. The college students had collected 36000 pounds of scrap iron 
for defense. 

In the Beachcomber issue of November 19, 1943 there were two sympathy no- 
tices edged in black. Two FRJC students had been recently killed in the ser- 
vice; Flight officer Robert Mills in N. Africa and First Lt. Richard Meebold 
in an airplane crash. And so it went all through the war years. 

And even last year at this tine thousands of our service men spent Christmas 
in the Barlin airlift for "Operation Vittles. " War with Russia seemed a 
matter of days at that time. 

Nav, one year later, the airlift operation is over. We no longer expect im- 
minent war. We have definite hopes of keeping a permanent peace. Our nation- 
al income is still at one of the highest peaks in history. 

I trust that you will pardon me this mention of things that bring back sad 
memories. But we humans are a fickle animal .... sometimes it is necessary for 
us to look back and remember in order for us to realize just how blessed we 
really are. Remembering the sacrifices that have been made so that we might 
have a Christmas should make us grateful and instill within us the true Christ 
mas spirit. 

We should not need to look for inspiration. There is one reason for cele- 
brating Christmas that should inspire us all: "For unto you is born this 
day in the city of David, a Savior, which is Christ the Lord. " John 2:11. 
"Glory to God in the highest, and on earth peace, good will toward men. " 
Luke 1:1k.

Dies Natalis" 



The name for the day in English dates 
from the 11th century when it was cal- 
led Cristes Maesse. In Dutch it is 
known as Derst-misse, and in Latin as 
Dies Natalis. Noel, the French name 
■for this day is derived from the Latin 
word "natalis," meaning birthday. 
The Italians call the day II Natale 
and the Germans Weichachtsfest. The 
English, besides calling the day 
Christmas, frequently speak of it as 
ttiletide. The scholars, however, have 
been unable to find any satisfactory 
explanation o£ this name. 



CHRISTMAS EVE 

The old English custom of welcoming 
Christmas on the preceding eve by sing- 
ing carols was early introduced in A- 
merica, especially in those parts of 
the country in which the rigid sim- 
plicities of Puritanism were not in- 
sisted upon. The celebration of Christ- 
mas was forbidden in Massachusetts for 
a time but when the observance of tlie 
festival became general the occupants 
of the houses on Beacon Hill in Boston 
placed candles before every pane of 
glass in the front windows on Christ- 
mas eve, and the waits going about 
the city singing carols would pause 
before these houses and sing their 
merry songs. 

Waits were originally night watch- 
men, but the name in the course of time 
came to be applied to companies of mu- 
sicians. There were such companies in 
England as early as the ; late fourteenth 
century. The name was sometimes ap- 
plied to the town band. In modern 
times the name is applied in England 
to musicians who play or sing in the. 
evening for two or three weeks before 
Christmas. 

The Boston custom of placing lights 
in the windows on Christmas eve spread 
to other cities. With the growing use 
of electricity, wreaths with electric 
lights in them took the place of can- 
dles. Carol singing is common in many 
American communities. The church 
choirs go about the town singing be- 
fore the houses of the pastor and the 
leading members of the churches and 
there is a special Christmas eve ser- 
vice in many of the churches. 

Christmas Eve is known in the Roman 
and Anglican churches as the Vigil of 
Cur Blessed Lord Jesus Christ.

Christmas Tree 

The Christmas tree, as it is now 
known, is of German origin, although 
antiquariaRs profess to trace it to 
ancient Egypt. The first authentic 
mention of a Christmas tree in Germany 
was in 1605 when one was set up in 
Strasburg. There is a tradition, how- 
ever, that Martin Luther, in the pre- 
vious century, took an evergreen tree 
heme to his children and decorated it 
for Christmas and thus introduced the 
custom. Tile lighting of it with can- 
dles undoubtedly grew out of the belief 
that candles appeared miraculously on 
various trees at the Christmas season. 
It was not until 1840 that the custom 
of setting up a Christmas tree was in- 
troduced into England. It was taken 
there by Princess Helena of Mecklen- 
berg and the Prince Consort. It was 
introduced into the Lhited States at an 
earlier date by the German imnigrants . 
It was not used in Massachusetts, how- 
ever, until I860 when John C. Buschmann 
a German, set up a tree in Westfield, 
and invited the people to see it.

Question Marks 

In a speech before the local Rotary 
Club recently, Mr. Paul K. McKenney, 
Jr., Vice President of the Swift Mfg. 
Co., declared that there are 36 mil- 
lion " question marks" in this coun- 
try.

This means that 
virtually all their sense of values -- 
their concepts of what is important 
or unimportant about democratic gov- 
ernment, free enterprise , private 
property, social and economic free- 
doms of the individual were formed 
during: 

'An era of world-wide depression and 
total war; 

'An era of one domestic political 
regime,- dedicated in large part to a 
modification of many traditional con- 
cepts of American life; 

'An era highlighted by closed banks, 
idle factories, MM, plowed-under pigs, 
technocracy, ham- and- eggs political 
platforms and something- for -no thing 
economics. " 

Mr. McKenney called for a "re- 
•awakening" which would lead to pos- 
sible elimination of the public's 
growing attitude of " something- for 
nothing. " 

We believe Mr. McKenney has said a 
mouthfull! This country of ours is in 
dire need of such an awakening. 

Every student in our schools repre- 
sents one of these 36 million " ques- 
tion marks" . Every one of us here at 
Palm Beach Jr. College is a " ques- 
tion mark" . Every student here has 
grown up during a period of emergency 

— depression— war— unnatural pros- 
perity. 

■ What can we do to transform our- 
selves from " question marks" to 
positive thinking, clear minded men 
and women capable of shouldering the 
responsibilities of our times? 

As we see it, our job is to first 
tram ourselves so that we shall be 
ready to answer the challenge.

However, 
we do recognize what will make news, 
and what will stimulate the student 
body. The point of a newspaper is not 
to propagandize, but to present ar- 
ticles that represent and reflect TOU, 
the students. We maintain that if we 
or you want to criticize the way a 
certain school function is being under- 
taken, complete freedom of expression 
shall be insured. The student must 
have die right for his opinion regard- 
less of what that opinion implies. It 
nust be kept in mind, however, that 
these opinions must have some basis of 
fact or contention. We naturally do 
not want opinions that are dripping 
with malice, or touched with one of 
the seven sins. 

If any of the students would like to 
look over some of the other college 
newspapers, they would readily see 
that for the most part, those papers 
reflect the opinion of their student 
body, and are not hindered in any way 
in expressing their dislikes or likes.

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"Black, Brown and Beige" , Hike 
Ellington's tribute to the American 
negro, is one of the greatest tone 
parallels, jazz or otherwise, that has 
ever been recorded. Duke Ellington, 
the greatest of jazz, inmortals has put 
down in music all the trials, sorrows, 
tribulations and happiness of the negro 
race from its entrance onto the Ameri- 
can Continent right up to the present 
time. 

This tone parallel is divided into 
four parts: " Work Sony — Come Sun- 
day -- The Blues -- and Three dances; 
West Indian Dance, Emancipation Proc- 
lamation and Sugar Hill Penthouse" , 

"Work &ng" is a vivid portrayal of 
the negro laborer chanting his way 
through life to the accompaniment of 
die thud of a swinging pick. Featured 
is die muted, wailing trumpet of Ray 
p&nce . From the very first, of this 
side it is notable that Ellington pays 
more attention to harmonic structure 
dian many classical composers. This is

The problem of electing student 
body officers for the coming year 
will soon present itself, and brings 
with it a question that each of us 
should ask ourself .

In the coming school year, the de- 
gree of efficiency and vigor with 
which our elected student body of- 
ficers discharge their duties will 
effect our school life, both social- 
ly and academically. Officers who 
truthfully represent the opinions and 
desires of the student body to the 
faculty and administration are the 
liasons that make for pleasant, ac- 
tive campus social life, and im- 
proved campus and study conditions, 
were the unhappy results of repre- 
sentatives who are disinterested and 
lethargic would be readily apparent.

It 
starts with a Negro man, with the 
unorthodox name of "Leadbeliy," 
playing and singing "The Rock Is- 
land Line" an old Jazz tune of the 
Pew Orleans era. From there it goes 
on to small combos playing pure 
dixieland, then to the Paul liitman- 
Kansas City era, and from there on 
up to "This Modern Age," wherein 
such big names as Stan "the man" 
Kenton and Benny Goodman romp back 
and forth over 10 sides with their 
respective large aggregations sound- ' 
ing off on the swing tunes of our 
time. Liberally sprinkled through- 
out all four albums are some fine vo- 
cals by such names as Julia Lee, 
Johnny Mercer, Peggy Lee and the a- 
foresaid Leadbeliy. This History of 
Jazz is complete down to the smallest 
detail. None of the big names or 
songs m Jazz have been overlooked. 
Ihe best description tliat I can pos- 
sibly give of it is to say tliat it's 
loot-tappin' music and listening 
music, not dancin' music.
